THE SENATE AND THE TREATY. 
Senator Hitchcock says “it is prepdsterous for 
the senate to interfere with the negotiations and 
demand the right to publish à document to which 
the other party has not agreed.” 3 
We do not wonder Senator Johnson called that 
tommyrot. The answer to itis simple enough. The 
senators who demand to see the full text of the 
treaty are not interfering with the negotiations. 
The negotiations, such as they are, are going on. 
But it has been made clear by the conference that 
they are not to affect substantially the terms of the 
treaty. No material changes will be conceded, The 
treaty goes practically as it lays. 

Why, then, should not the codrdinate branch of 
the government, or the American people, for that 
matter, have the full text for the earliest study? 
The obstruction to this demand is not in the in- 
terest of the nation. The American people are 
asked to take in this treaty the greatest step in 
their history. Is there anything preposterous in 
that the senate, knowing the pressure of time, 
should demand the earliest opportunity to study 
such a document? Is there anything preposterous 
in demanding that the American people should 
know at the éarliest e moment what they 
are to be asked to app e and support, if need be, 
with their blood? 

It is Senator Hitchcock’s position that is prepos- 
terous, and he and his colleagues would do well to 
make up their minds that the treaty of Versailles 
is not going to be jammed down the throat of this 
nation. We all know enough now of the Paris con- 
ference to understand that it wag not an inspired 
tribunal, governed by an infgllible intelligence. 
Senator Hitchcock may want the senate and the 
country to shut our eyes before the biinding 
glory of the achievement, but, if so, he has taken 
leave of his wits. The treaty of Versailles is going 
to be examined thoroughly and frorh the standpoint 
of the safety and welfare of our own country. And

But the point is that unless the legislature acts fa- 
vorably we shall get nothing. Our program of pub- 
lc improvements is practically at a standstill for 

of funds. Is it possible that the people of Chi- 
cago by their apathy or the members of the legis 
lature by their indifference will permit this city to 
sink to the civic level of a watertank town on an 
abandoned railroad? 


We think it is perfectly true that if Chicago does 


not get relief at this session of the legislature it 
will suffer a setback from which it may not recover 
for many years. If there were no other reason, the 
period of reconstruction would make it urgent for 
us to carry out a program of public improvements. 
But the need for the improvements themsel\ es is 
eveh more urgent. Take South Water street, our 
produce market, as an example. It is insanitary 
and uneconomical. Due to the congestion and the 
ramshackle buildings which line the street, it con- 
stitutes«a grave fire menace to the city. Govern- 
ment experts estimate that this antiquated market 
costs the city in avoidable waste $6,000,000 a year, 
er about the amount necessary to put in a modern 
market and a double deck street.

An: observer of the situation at Springfield re- 
marks of the traction bills: “There seems to be 
no motive power behind them.

Poor 
transportation is a disease of the city, affecting its 
prosperity and weakening it for competition with 
better equipped rivals.

WOMAN VERSUS MAN. 

Mary Macarthur, the woman's trade unionist of 
England, is apparently of the opinion that Amer 
ican women interested in the labor movement do 
not appreciate how much they are entitled to de 
mand in competition with men. American women, 
she thinks, have an old fashioned point of view. 
“Equal pay for equal work,” she told members 
of the Woman's Trade Union league, “is entirely 
out of date. We now say: ‘The same rate for the 
same job regardless of sex.’” 
& reflection of the same attitude is indicated by 
the reports from Zurich, where the International 
woman's congress is being held This conference is 
being held under the chairmanship of Miss Jane 
Addams and among the speakers are a number of 
women who have been prominent in the feminist 
Tum TRIBUN®s correspondent, Miss Constance 
Drexel, says “the speakers declared in unmistak- 
able terms that men seemed to have made such a 
grand mess of things that the women of the day 
nad better get in and see what they could do, as 
they certainly could not make matters worse." 

From the feminist point of view it may be in- 
disputable that men have made a grand mess of 
things. We assume that reference is made partly 
to economic and industrial conditions but chiefly 
to the great war. Every one knows that millions 
of women have felt that the war with Germany 
was not merely a man-made affair and that it in- 
volved issues more immediately momentous than 
those of sex. The war imposed great hardships on 


the women of all countries, but it was not fought | 


because men are fond of using the bayonet. 
There is a certain degree of irony in the fact that 
while some women insist that men have made a 
grand mess of things and, by implication, that they 
are an inferior sex other women pride themselves 
on what they have done to assist the country in 
the war; we are even told that the women have been 
chiefly responsible for our succesa 

No one would wish to detract from the credit 
which the majcrity of American women deserve for 
their sacrifices in bringing about victory. No one 
would wish to say that we could have won the war 
without their ald. But we think distinctions and 
diserimmations of the kind popular with profes- 
sional feminists are not likely to serve any good

The farmer delivers milk to the plant 
at 12 cents a quart. They bottle it, pas- 


jteurize it and déliver it at 17 cents a 


quart. In neighboring towns consumers 
are paying 18 and 20 cents for the ordi- 
nary garden variety of small town milk, 
garnished with dirt in the old style. 

Waste, cold water and brine from the 
ice factory are used. Ice and steam are 
cheap and convenient. 

The milk is soid on the milk ticket plan. 
All milk is bottled and pasteurized in the 
bottle. A milk ordinance requires pas- 
teurizing of milk, yearly Meense of milk 
dealers, immediate cooling of all milk on 
the farm unless it is delivered to the 
plant within two hours. The city coun- 
cll is given the right to fix the price 
milk. Standards of sanitation on 
farms and in the pasteurising plant are 
fixed. Consumers must wash and urn 
milk bottles within forty-eight
